With eighty-nine blocks of the 
city's streets under a heavy coating 
of gravel, more than three miles 
under concrete or in the process 
of being paved, and most of the 
side streets graded and in good con­ 
dition, Ada’s street system is bet­ 
ter today than it has been in a num­ 
ber of years, according to a report 
given out Monday by the city street 
department. 
It was more than a year ago 
that the first experiment was made 
in graveling streets. .Residents in 
the IOO block on East Seventeenth 
street started the work and it pro­ 
ved so successful that it was immed­ 
iately taken up in all parts of the 
city. 
Plenty of gravel is to be found 
near the city limits out northwest, 
and gravel contractors and haulers 
report that many tons of the mater­ 


ial is being loaded weekly and pla­ 
ced on the city's streets. Last win­ 
ter proved the new street improve­ 
ment work was dependable, accord­ 
ing to Commissioner W. S. Smith. 
East Ada Leads 
High cost of paving made it impos­ 
sible to * pave streets in most sec­ 
tions of the city, H was pointed 
out, and property owners resorted 
to the graveling scheme. Most of the 
graveled streets are to be fbund in 
east Ada, in Sunrise and Daggs ad­ 
ditions. South Ada near the high 
school, also has several graveled 
streets. 
In mast cases the gravel connects 
with pavement, and especially in 
the east part 
of the city is 
the 
street system IOO* per cent improved. 
Streets and avenues in North Ada, 
where 
little 
graveling 
has 
been 
done, have been improved recently 


by grading. They are in good con­ 
dition in most places, only a few 
bad streets being left. Every effort 
is being made 
to 
repair 
these 
streets as * soon as possible. 
89 Blocks Graveled 
Not only has the city 89 blocks of 
graveled streets, but more than ten 
blocks are to be graveled as soon as 
possible and 
other contracts 
are 
being 
considered.' ^Tew 
graveling 
consists of a block on South Stock­ 
ton, one on South Hope, three and 
a half on North Broadway, and se­ 
veral in south Ada. 
A concrete bridge is being built 
on. Broadway. Due to lack of funds 
and material the work has been de­ 
layed several months, but Walter 
Smith, street commissioner, said to­ 
day that he expected to have ap­ 
proaches to the bridge filled in and 


soon as work is completed, pro­ 
perty owners on North Broadway 
will start graveling it, connecting 
with the pavement at the Frisco 
tracks and 
continuing 
north to 
fifth street. 
It is also expected that later the 
graveling work on North Broadway 
will be 
taken on 
to 
the 
Fair 
Grounds Park and possibly to Rose­ 
dale Cemetery by way of the Ada 
Green House. This pronosition has 
been discussed favorably, it is re­ 
ported. 
West Main Is Busy 
Steps are being taken by pro­ 
perty owners on West Main street 
to get a paving petition circulated. 
Some interest has been shown in 
the past few weeks and it is the 
general opinion that within a few 
months interest will have increased 
graded 
within a 
short time. 
As I enough to put the petition through. 


It is proposed to pave the street 
from the Santa Fe tracks to the 
tourists park. 
One problem which is also being 
solved by the street department, is 
that of drainage. Many of the ditch­ 
es of the city have been cleaned out 
and are now better able to handle 
water of any reasonable, amount. 
One of the most successful steps 
towards draining the city is the 
work at the Katy crossing on East 
Main street. Several other drainage 
projects are 
being 
considered. 
Culverts in large numbers are be­ 
ing put in,

Approaches to bad culverts 
and 
crossings are also being repaired in 
many sections of the city.
